The Apparatus consists of the following parts, and will be readily understood by 

referring to Illustrations, viz.:— 

PROJECTOR. 

A STEEL PEDESTAL, with angle ring at bottom and gun-metal crown, fitted with rollers on its upper surface 
which are accurately turned to run on roller path in table on top of pedestal, and gun-metal water-tight 
glands for passing the copper leads through to the lamp from the contact rings under the table. 

B SWITCH, having ebonite base with circular gun-metal cover with the indicating words “Off,” “ On,” engraved 
on same ; provided with two gun-metal terminals connected to the spring contact pieces in the switch ; with 
gun-metal lever arranged to make the two contacts simultaneously. 

C GUN-METAL CONTACT STUDS, encased with springs and properly insulated from the top of pedestal, one of 
them connected by a short copper lead to a terminal on the switch, and the other to the lead direct. 

D GUN-METAL ARMS, attached to top of pedestal for supporting projector and made hollow. 

£ STEEL LOCKING LEVER, with brass washer underneath for fixing projector when required, by pressure by 
means of screw thread on wrought-iron central spindle.

PATENT COMBINED BOAT’S BINNACLE AND COMPASS. 

PASSED BY THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


This Binnacle is very simple, a hole being cut through the boat’s thwart or seat and bevelled on the after-part 
to admit of glass on top of Binnacle, which contains a Compass, either bowl or transparent, suspended therein, in the 
ordinary manner, which can be seen from above by day or night. It is fitted with a lamp so constructed to show a 
light direct on the lubber’s line in Compass, and will burn eight hours. The Binnacle, being fixed on the under side of 
the thwart with four screws, it becomes part and parcel of the boat, and cannot be washed overboard, as shewn in Fig 1. 

In order to keep the Compass dry, a gutter or water-way is provided for the escape of water liable to splash 
over the thwart, the upper flange is arranged to form a hollow chamber, underside of which is furnished with a number 
of perforations, so that any water splashing over the thwart and resting for a moment upon the glass top of Binnacle, 
will run around the periphery of such glass into the chamber in order to pass through the perforations into the boat, 
so that the Compass may never be obscured by a layer of water, as shewn in Fig. 2. 

The glass on top is inclined, and its centre forms, with that of the Compass, an oblique line to the verticle axis 
of the Binnacle for the purpose of facilitating the reading thereof. Should the lxmt capsize and right herself again, 
the Compass will remain intact.

J. STONE & CO. have much pleasure in introducing above, in order to meet the 
need, which for some time past has been felt, for some means of supplying light and fresh 
air to cabins, which, owing to their position in the vessel, cannot be fitted with side lights in 
the ordinary way, and therefore have to be ventilated by artificial means which are always 
more or less unsatisfactory. 

As will be seen by the illustration, Stone’s Patent “Automatic” Ventilating Light is 
intended to be fitted in the deck house coaming. The oval glass is fitted with prismatic face 
to maintain privacy without obscuring light, which is directed downwards into the inner 
cabin below, while the fresh air passes through openings just above the glass to the right 
or left through the ball valve seatings into the upper part of inner cabin, which it thoroughly 
ventilates without draught, one of the valve openings serving as a fresh air inlet, and the 
other as an outlet for the bad air. 

The passage of water is excluded by means of the two floating balls, which are arranged 
so that, in the event of a wave breaking over the vessel, the inflow of water causes the balls 
to at once float up against their seatings and so close the passage ways, but directly the rush 
of water is past, the water in valve chambers runs away through the small openings at 
bottom, so causing the balls to drop, and allow fresh air to pass into the cabin as before. 

Any small quantities of water which might pass into the valve chambers, and which 
were not sufficient in volume to float the balls, would speedily run away through the small 
openings at bottom of same.

Steam steering apparatus being now in general use on board of steamers, this patent 
apparatus provides for the safety of the vessel, should the chains give way, or any part of 
the steam steering gear break down (which generally occurs at a critical moment); or rice 
versa, if the hand steering apparatus gets broken by any accident, it provides for the safe 
and expeditious connection of the steam steering gear. 

The apparatus consists of two different parts, either of which can be supplied 
independently of the other, and are as follows:— 

I.—THE “ PATENT SAFETY GUIDE.” 

This guide is utilised when the steam steering gear is to be worked, and when, of 
necessity, the hand screw gear must be disconnected. This is done by removing the taper 
pins which join large screw nuts and connecting rods. These connecting rods, being then 
free, move by the action of crosshead, which works in conjunction with steam steering 
gear, and are apt to come in contact with large screw nuts referred to, and break down the 
gear; but by this arrangement the connecting rods and pins, when removed, work in the slot 
of “ safety guide,” where they can do no damage, and where they are available at any 
moment should an accident happen to steam gear requiring the connection of after hand 
screw gear. In large vessels slide blocks are fitted into guides. 

This guide makes the after steering gear self-contained, and independent of the 
"i iiameula! teak covering-box usually fitted over the steering gear, and it is respectfully 
<ogirded vo owners that for the safety of vessel it would be better to dispense with this 
iaak covering box as being unnecessary, for it not only hides the gear from the view of the 
•'hirers of steamer when it is getting rusty and requiring cleaning (and thereby apt to be out 
•4 order if required on an emergency), but. it is also the first tiling to bo washed away by a 
“ pooping ” sea, and in it s course frequently breaks either the steering gear itself or t lie 

II.—THE “ SAFETY RUDDER BRAKE.” 

Should the steering chains give way at any time, or should there be a break-down of 
steam-gear itself, the rudder and quadrant tiller goes swaying about in a wild and dangerous 
manner, while the ship falls into the trough of the sea, often times occasioning loss of life, 
and almost invariably destruction of property. Any attempt to connect the hand gear at 
this critical moment usually results in another break-down, but by this brake the rudder can 
be controlled in one or two seconds, and then the after gear can be safely connected till 
repair is completed. A lever for working screw brake is supplied attached to the gear, so 
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as to be available at once in any emergency, or when required a ratchet is attached at a 
small extra expense. In some cases it is more convenient to work the brake from the back 
of steering gear, and this can be arranged for when required. In this brake the surfaces in 
contact are, by preference grooved annularly, the ridges of one surface entering the grooves 
of the other. This is of great importance in obtaining a firm grip when in use, as with the 
same pressure on screw the grip is nine times greater than with the fiat surface of a wheel, the 
result being that the necessary holding power is obtained with one-ninth of the lateral pressure 
on the rudder-stock, which would be required with the use of flat surfaces. The quadrant 
form of brake fulfils in this application all the conditions of a complete wheel, without any

T.y the rudder when helm is amidships, and which, while most unpleasant to pnssenpvrs. i~ 
also destructive to pintles of rudder. This is accomplished by making the centre of pur. % 
brake slightly eccentric to that of quadrant, and it can then be so adjusted as to be men ' 
in touch-when rudder is amidships, while,it clears itself by the smallest movement, of steering- 
gear to either side. 

The particular method of working brake shown on engraving is only one of many 
methods available, so that it can be adapted to suit the requirements or peculiarities of each 
particular ship; it can also be arranged for working by the foot of the man steering by the after
